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A Time to Pluck 


O ANNUAL REPORT two years ago was entitled 
“A Time to Plant”, a quotation from Ecclesi- 
astes, “There is . . . a time to plant and a time to 
pluck. . . ." Looking back over the intervening two years 
we can discern within our Movement where men have been 
doing just that — planting, in the faith that one day the harvest 
would appear. 


Patient cultivation has been the method whereby some 
have worked through the Keynotes Operation to raise the 
standard of Jobmastery, some to transfer Headquarters to 
Tower Hill, some to establish Dor Knap, others in Africa to 
implant the seeds of new ideas in men's minds. This year's 
Report will show how those efforts have borne fruit. Thanks 
be to God. 


Not without reason, therefore, do we entitle this Report, 
* A Time to Pluck". Now is the time to gather in wisely and 
with thankful hearts the fruits of our fellow-members' 
labours and from them plant the seeds of other harvests yet 
to be. 


The increasing efforts of church leaders everywhere to 
work for closer fellowship among all Christians is some- 
thing that wil! gladden the hearts of Toc H members every- 
where. Our Movement has played a not insignificant part in 
preparing the ground for this new growth. No one will ever 
know the full extent of what Toc H has done so far to help 
break down the divisions, nor is it particularly important that 
we should know. What is important is to realise that greater 
work lies ahead. Toc H is singularly placed to be a bridge 
between all Christians, as well as between Christians and 
non-Christians. Might it be for this very purpose that God 
“so wonderfully made Toc H”? All these years we have 
been planting; what should we now seek to pluck? 


The growing interest of Toc H members in ecumenical 
affairs is well typified by the activities of some of the 
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Branches in Yorkshire. What we attempt needs to be d 
without in any way seeking to undermine or minimise mess 
loyalties to their own denominations. True unity encom ae 
sing all our diversities, will come about through pis 
Christians, not bad churchmen. good 


Not ever where in Toc H is there a harvest read 

In some places culüvation lags behind. Wherever Ж pluck 
danger of losing the will or the skill to work on let th in 
take heart from the news of good harvests in other Toc H 
felds. We all need to study again and again the staggerin 
insights of Our Lord's parable of the Sower, and where dim 
gress is not what it should be ask where we ourselves have 


gone wrong. 


No depth of cultivation and therefore no roots? Through 
lack of regular attention did we fail to promote stead 

growth? Was it choked by the cares of this world, too nium 
television and "never had it so good", for example? Above 
all, what kind of seed was sown? Was it good stuff? Let us 
admit that as leaders at District, Area and Headquarters 
level we do not always sow wisely. Personal experience is 
bound to have some part in what we teach, but too much 
projection of our own personality is a danger as much to be 
fought in Toc H today as it was by Paul in the early Church. 


Toc H taught in the manner of the parody, 

«If only you chaps were as good as me 

What a wonderful show Toc H would be" 
would not be wonderful at all. Our Movement is far bigger 
than any single one of us and we cannot build Toc H by 
creating à society in Our own poor image. We must make 
sure that we truly understand Toc H and lovingly teach it. 
If we sow good seed and tend it well we may be confident 
that God will give the increase in due season.

"THE HIGHLIGHTS of Toc H activities іп 1960 are 

A. strong supporting evidence for the Founder Padre's 
assertion that “Chapter Two of Toc H is just beginning". The 
successful transfer of Headquarters to Tower Hill; important 
changes in Africa: a good first full season at Dor Knap; a 
start on the building of our first brand-new Mark; a remark- 
able response to our B.B.C. appeal; more leadership from 
younger men . . . all these suggest that the initiative is 
surely and steadily coming back into the Movement. 

From the standpoint of central administration a new 
Headquarters and a now completed Training Centre mean 
that the Movement is well poised for a forward move. In 
ihe Areas, too, there are signs of great determination on the 
part of Area leaders. a growing awareness that transformation 
comes. not by slogans, not by speeches. not by short cuts or 
magic wands, but by the renewing of men's minds. “Тгаш- 
ing" is at last becoming a respected word. Those of us who 
have imagined that lengthy service turned us into natural 
irainers are coming to realise that a spot of training in the 
art of training would do us no harm and might mean less 
harm to others. 


The Membership.—During the course of the year 1.040 
new members were elected and registered. compared with 
1.095 in 1959. The membership total is now computed on a 
different basis to that employed in past reports. The number 
of members on the Branch Rolls at the beginning of 1960 
was 14,216. 


The Branches.--During the year, twenty-one new Branches 
were recognised. These did not compensate for the fifty 
Branches which for various reasons. largely inevitable, were 
closed. Of the forty-three groups at the end of the year, many 
should soon be adjudged worthy of recognition as Branches. 
In future the hope is that, to ensure an adequate mixture, at 
least twelve men should be involved in any group before it may 
be considered for Branch status. We should like to see the 
leeway made up by more pioneering in all districts. In the 
United Kingdom there are many gaps and needs that Toc H 
can fill beyond the present total of 927 Branches. 


The Move of Headquarters.—On August 2, after thirty

The main deductions were that three times as much w 
was being done amongst old people (26 per cent) as amore 
young people (9 per cent) and that work amongst the һай 
capped (18 per cent) and the sick (14 per cent was hae 
compared with work amongst delinquents (2 per cent). The 
full analysis was published in the June JOURNAL. 

A good feature was that 20 per cent of the work done was 
by friends and neighbours whom the Branches had enlisted 
to help. 

As a broad general survey the operation was an undoubted 
success and should provide Branches and Areas with a good 
guide for future activities. It is proposed to conduct this 
survey every Leap Year so that the trends of Toc H Job- 
mastery may be kept under regular review.

is £11,422. only £12 less than last year. The recruitment p: 
new Builders is the only way we can make up for the E 
loss caused by death and resignation and as usual the che 
credit for new enrolments is due to the sustained enthusia ie 
of SYDNEY SWAIN and the zealous recruitment among nn 
ex-members by the Women's Association. In the rest ү 
Toc H recruitment is at the rate of one Builder per ye 
to every five Branches. If the Branches are still not Proficient 
in recruiting Builders al least it 15 reasonable to ask them 
to recognise that the Builders in their neighbourhood are 
very much part of the whole Toc H Family. They should be 
invited to some Toc H function. dinner or Suest-night a 
least once a year and given a chance to learn in what further 
ways they can help to transmit the spirit of Toc H. 

The total of donations was £5.559. only £235 less than last 
year. which is very good when one remembers that we also 
had a B.B.C. appeal during the year. 

The Stock Exchange Dramatic and Operatic Society per. 
formance in February of Grab me a Gondola at ihe Scala 
Theatre raised £521 to complete the cost of providing a room 
in the new Mark III. Hackney. The Society is generously 
granting us a performance of Carousel in 196] and the 
proceeds should pay for the furnishing of the room. 

During the month of August a temporary Gift Stall on 
Tower Hill terrace was splendidly stocked with gifts from 
Branches and friends everywhere. Not even the worst of 
summer's wretchedness could prevent our gallant band of 
stall-holders from raising the remarkable sum of £443. 

Again we thank our Builders, Donors, the Development 
Appeal Team, the Alexandra Rose Day Committee, and all 
those members and Branches who have stimulated the 
generous public support of our work.

The B.B.C. *Good Cause Appeal".—About once every 
three years Toc H has been granted a B.B.C. "Good Cause 
ZA  Appeal' This year we were given July 31—Bank 
À Holiday Sunday—and the broadcast was made by the 
2754 Administrator. The total result, including covenanted 
|) subscriptions, was £3,870. thanks to the excellent use 
N of the Good Neighbour leaflets by the men's and 
ж women's Branches and some good local publicity. 
A poor date for a broadcast, but a grand result. 


Publications.—The long-awaited Toc H film, A Lamp 
Burns, has now appeared and is being used imaginatively 
by many Branches as a good means of making new friends 
for Toc H. For the ingredients of the film we are indebted to 
contributors from Toc H in New Zealand, Singapore, Hong 
Kong, Kampala, Botha's Hill and Cyprus, as well as several 
glimpses of members in action at home. Above all we are 
grateful to the Potters Bar Cine Society whose keenness and 
sustained effort, combined with good camera work, made the 
film possible at a mere fraction of what would have been 
the commercial cost of such an undertaking. 

Publications reprinted included the folder Mixture of Men, 
the booklet Toc H Defined, The Royal Charter, and a revised 
edition of A Service of Light and Rededication. 

Work is in hand towards replacing the out-of-print 
second edition of The Signpost with two books, one a mainly 
factual Secretaries’ Handbook and the other a study of the 
work of Branch Officers. 

Christmas Cards and Diaries again sold well. Our growing 
library of tape-recordings has been augmented by a series of 
“shorts”. made by members of the London staff, intended to 
open up discussions on a wide variety of Toc H subjects. 

The need for more photographs illustrating various aspects 
of the Movement led to a photographic competition entitled

Wide research amongst young Marksme

The average number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 450 out of a possible 477. In 1959 we had to report an 
operational loss of £1.800. This year. chiefly through in- 
creased charges. we are able to report a surplus of £1,942. 
By continued careful management we hope to keep abreast 
of rising costs. 

We owe a great deal to our Honorary Wardens and our 
Lady Housekeepers. lt is often hard to find Housekeepers 
equal in standard to those we have been fortunate to have 
for so long.

To reinforce the work of the Honorary Wardens we have 
two full-time Mark Pilots and we would be glad to find a 
third suitable man. The occasional help from a Mark Pilot, 
living in the Mark for a period, is invaluable towards laying 
the foundations of an active Toc H Branch there. 


The Founder Padre.—In December we rejoiced in the 
celebration of Товву'5 seventy-fifth birthday and the fiftieth 
anniversary of his ordination. It is fitting that in this same 
historic year he has seen Toc H Headquarters at long last 
transferred to Tower Hill.

Derby; апа 
Rhyl. A record number of 304 parcels was sent from forty- 
seven schools to homeless Borstal boys last Christmas. 
Reference was made in last year’s Report to Voluntary 
Service Overseas. There are at present eighty-five young 
Volunteers serving for a year 1n under-developed countries 
of the Commonwealth. They include five school-leavers from 
Affiliated Schools who were introduced to the scheme by 
Toc H and are now serving in Rhodesia, the Solomon Islands, 
Ghana. Kenya, and the Falkland Islands. 


The Women’s Association. —Now that our two head- 
quarters are separated by only a few yards we look forward 
to a period of still closer understanding and co-operation 
with the Women's Association. We congratulate them on the 
all-round enthusiasm that was so amply in evidence at their 
Festival in October. 


Joint Work.—Membership of Toc H Women's Association 
continues to be distinct from that of Toc H, but in six Areas 
there are fifteen Joint Branches of men and women and one 
joint group. Five Joint District Teams are bringing together 
representatives of men's and women's and Joint Branches. 
Fifteen Areas have their own Joint Advisory Committees. 
In Australia, Central and South Africa and Uganda there 
are three Joint Branches and four joint groups. 


Clayton and Winant Volunteers.— This year's party of 
"Clayton Volunteers", six young men and four young women, 
spent eight weeks of their summer vacation in hard work 
alongside youth leaders and church workers in down-town 
New York. We know that the impression made by their 
visit was deep and mutual. 

Sixty young American “Winant Volunteers" came over 
with their usual energy and effectiveness last summer. A

BELRA.—The link between Toc H and the British 
Leprosy Relief Association continues strong. It has long been 
agreed that the most desirable way in which Toc H Branches 
can help is not by direct money raising but by the stimulation 
of local interest in the work and by the finding of volunteers 
for service in the leper field. Last year Toc H produced two 
BELRA volunteers, GEOFFREY PERKINS and BERNARD 
WATERS. Our blessings and our interest go with them.

has been formed. but after years of struggle against the 
handicap of ever-changing personnel the mixed group at the 
Singapore Naval Base has had to close at last. Otherwise the 
Lone Units remain much as they were. 


The Old House.— Talbot House. Poperinge, has continued 
to be the goal of several hundred members during the 
summer months, though as expected during the year of the 
Passion Play at Oberammergau the numbers have been 
rather less than last year. Most parties were nevertheless 
fully booked, some over-full. As an experiment Padre Jim 
Davies and Barclay Baron led a small party of Branch 
Padres and their wives and it proved to be a most successful 


acu which we hope will be the forerunner of many similar 
parties. 


, On ihe morning of the Women's Association Festival an 
informal reunion of "Friends of the Old House” was 
arranged at Headquarters and among the 180 guests we 
welcomed the Burgomaster of Poperinge and Mme. de 
Sagher. who spent most of the week-end in Toc H company.

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AV S WE EXAMINE our financial situation and the 
result of the year's working it is good to be able 
to report an improved position on all fronts. 

Investment income has continued the steady upward trend 
which began shortly after we took powers to invest money 
outside Trustee Stocks. Rents Receivable include rents from 
15 Trinity Square and the Wendover property. The B.B.C. 
Appeal result is of course an exceptional item of income which 
can only be anticipated once in three years. The Marks 
improvement is the direct result of the work of the Central 
Houses Committee, the Hon. Wardens and the Housekeepers. 
Many thanks to them all. 

The Family at Home have improved slightly on the previous 
year's standard of giving. The income from tax on deeds of 
Covenant subscriptions suffered a loss of about £900 in all. 
£500 on Members' and £400 on Toc H Builders' deeds. This 
was the direct result of the reduction on the Standard Rate of 
Tax from 8/6 to 7/9. This loss was balanced almost exactly 
by increased income from both Members and Builders. 

The Toc H Development Appeal Team has continued its 
£ood work. Income raised includes a grant from Alexandra 
Day London collection of £2,200. The net proceeds have 
financed 2 good deal of development work at Home and Over- 
seas, In addition Colin Campbell, a member of the Team. 
did sterling work on the Mark III Appeal. 

We need only pick out one or two increases in expenditure 
for comment. Printing and Stationery is up by over £500, all of 
which was in connection with the B.B.C. Appeal. The increase 
in Professional fees, office expenses and interest on loans for 
the most part relate to the move of Headquarters to Tower 
Hill, whilst the increase in Grants relates to the grant made 
for Services work out of the rents received for the Wendover 
premises. The net running cost of Dor Knap has been kept 
within the budgeted figure. 

Here is a point to consider. Over the last ten years the 
deficits on our revenue account totalled £41,300, whilst legacies 
totalled £40,269. We have capital commitments to meet from 
time to time and gifts such as legacies ought to be available for 
them. We should do our utmost to provide from our day to 
day resources the income we need to meet our current expendi- 
ture. What “day to day resources" have we got? Persona!

There are indeed many ways of meeting our financial needs 
and there are many things we might draw lo your attention. 
We prefer to ask for special consideration and action of all 
Branch and Area Executives on one point. When we consider 
what it is that makes a good Toc H Branch we automatically 
think of the record of service. the mixture of men, the liveli- 
ness of meetings. all of first importance. One thing of equal 
importance is often overlooked and that one thinp is the 
standard of giving. 

This raises the whole business of stewardship of personal 
and Branch resources. Christian families are being challenged 
to accepi responsibility before God for the right use of their 
time, talents and treasure. Since the beginning Toc H has 
taught this principle of stewardship in all three aspects. 
Toc H everywhere freely offers time and talents and the world 
is the better for it. and so are we. The time has come for us 
to insist that our own Branch and those Branches for which we 
have any responsibility shall accept the third obligation, the 
stewardship of treasure, that the whole Family of Toc H might 
more faithfully serve its Master.
